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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

There was no prior art found by the examiner that suggested modification or 
combination with the cited art so as to satisfy the combination of all the limitations in 
claims 9, 12, 20, 27 and 28. 

As to claims 9 and 27, prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render limitations "wherein at least some of said modified light first 
passes through said first lens and then reaches said second lens and wherein 
said modified light that passes through said first lens does not reach a lens of 
said second group of lenses that forms a second cell", in combination with the rest 
of the limitations of claims 9 and 27. 

As to claim12, prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose 
or render limitations "wherein in said first cell an amount of image magnification of 
said first lens is less than an amount of image magnification of said second 
lens", in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 12. 

As to claim 20, prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose 
or render limitations "wherein said modified light is guided by said diaphragm 
structure in such a way that those beams which have passed through said first 
lens do not reach said lens of said second cell", in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of claim 20. 

As to claim 28, prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose 
or render limitations "wherein said first group of lenses are disposed side-by-side

in said first plane and in a direction perpendicular to a measurement direction 
and are each offset from one another in said measurement direction", in 

combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 28.
